Allon denies US insists 


on pullback

WASHINGTON. — Foreign Minis-

Diplomatic chservers here said 
earlier in. the day that they would 
not be surprised if Secretary Kis- 
singer returned to the Middle East 
in late January or February to be- 
gin a modified form of shuttle diplo- 
macy between Jerusalem and Cairo 
to bridge their opealng bargalning 
Positions. 

Assuming that Israel and Egypt 
both indicate a_readiness to resume 
talks, another agreement can still 
achieved, despite Rabat, the 
observers said. 

Alion adamantly ruled out nego- 
tiattons with the terrorist Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, and 
called for quiet diplomacy sepa- 
rately between Israel and its 
neighbours to reach a peace settle- 
ment.

Immigrants who wish to buy goods 
from abroad under their privileges 
will no longer be able to pay for 
them with Israel currency, the Di- 
tector of Customs announced yes- 
terday. 

The restriction, which had been 
in effect until 1970, has been reim- 
posed because of the economic δἰ- 
tuation and the current policy on 
restricting the outfiow of foreign 
currency. 

Effectively, it does not change the 
Tight of immigrants to bring. or 
have sent to them, their personal 
effects, appliances or a car which 
they had purchased abroad. It 
means, however, that should they 
want to purchase items once they 
are here, they will have to prove 
that payment for them was made 
with their own foreign currency. 

(Since January there has been a

‘There have also been no changes 
made in the rights of returning re- 
sidents who have spent two or more 
years abroad to bring (or send) 
their personal effects. The latter, 
however, may not order goods after 
their return to Israel, although they 
are exempted from purchase taxes 
in buying local products.

High Court rejects ‘Al-Fajr’ application 
Editor did not comply 


with the 


The High Court of Justice yes- 
terday cancelled a temporary re- 
straining order barring the Defence 
and Interior Ministries from clos- 
ing the East Jerusalem pro-terror- 
ist paper “Al-Fajr" ("Dawn"). (The 
Ministers have not attempted to do 
BO). 

The court made its ruling in re- 
jecting an application from Mr. 
Hanna Senyora of the paper for a 
show-cause order against the Min- 
isters. It said Mr. Senyora, who had 
presented himself as acting editor 
had falled to register as such and 
4n other ways to comply with the 
press regulations, 

Until he did so, the three-judge 
panel said, be had no legal stand- 
ing in the case, and was in fact 
breaking the law. 

Angered at what they said was 
his failure in his application to re- 
veal all the facts in the case, Judges 
Haim Cohen, Eliahu Manny and 
Yitzhak Kahan also found against 
him for £300 costs. 

The affair was initiated by Mr. 
Senyora, about two weeks ago. His 
attorney, Felicia Langer, went be- 
fore Judge Cohen and obtained the

At the time Mr. Senyora 
told the court he bad been running 
the paper in the absence of its

Yesterday the judges specified 
that they could not offer Mr. Senyo-

Freeze on building 
has steadied prices

HERZLIYA. — Apartment prices 
have stabilized, Housing Minister 
Avraham Ofer told the 18th na- 
tional convention of Maldan, the 
association of real estate brokers, 

this week. 

He said that the Government's 
freeze on building had achieved its 
aim — stabilization — benefiting 
both contractors and buyers. The 
Minister expects an increase in 
prices next year as a result of the 
devaluation, but hopes that more ef- 
ficient methods by contractors would 
allow them to absorb 10 per cent of 
the increase. 

David Blumberg, director of An- 
glo-Saxon Realty, called upon the 
Minister of Housing and the Min- 
ister of Finance to stop the Gov- 
ernment’s “discrimimation policy im 
favour of Isralom.” He said this 
policy had taken the form of un- 
linked loans and granting Isralom 
the right to give mortgages to 
foreign buyers at favourable terms. 

Mr. Blumberg reported that Angio- 
Saxon was selling an average of 
$20m. annually in real estate to 
foreign buyers without any Gov- 
ernment assistance. 

Simeha, Ben Shaul, director of Is- 
ralom, dismissed Mr. Blumberg’s 
charges 85 unfounded. He said that 
the issue of preferential] treatment 
by the Government had been raised 
im the State Comptroller’s report

money, he said that the company 
had made IL900,000 before taxes 
last year. 

Mr. Blumberg told The Jerusalem 
Post that following the devaluation, 
there was a tendency to increase 
the prices on apartments, but this 
‘was unsuccessful and prices are now 
back at pre-devaluation levels. 

Im regard to new apartments, 
Mr. Blumberg said that contractors 
were so short of money that they 
offered the apartments at pre-deval- 
uation prices despite price rises of 
about 8 per cent on imported 
products. 

He noted, however, that despite 
the favourable conditions created by 
the devaluation for foreign buyers 
there was no rush to buy. 

The convention of some 160 real 
estate firms called upon the Govern- 
ment not to subject bachelor apart- 
ments to the new Land Betterment 
Tax. Other resolutions praised the 
Government's attempts to curb spe- 
culation by means of the Land 
Betterment Tax — which heavily 
taxes property sales — but express- 
ed the hope that the Government 
would not impose the tax on pro- 
perty which had been owned many 
years. The convention regretted that 
the Government had not yet enacted 
the necessary legislation for regutat- 
ing real estate agencies.

to close Cyprus rift 


BRUSSELS. — US. Seere of 
State Henry Kissinger Sao Bite 
met with Turkey's and Greece's 
forelgn ministers in a new effort 
to heal the rift between the two 
countries over Cyprus.

Esenbel, a former Turkish am- 
bassador to the U.S., said the con- 
Sressional decision to cut off mili- 
tary aid to Turkey had hampered 
progress for settling the Cyprus 
issue.

Athens is

U.S. bases 


ATHENS. — Following its with- 
drawal from the military arm of 
Nato last July, the Greek Govern- 
ment ts reviewing the status of 
American bases in Greece, Premier 
Constantine Karamanlis said yes- 
terday. 

Karamanlis, who presented his 
government's policy programme to 
the newly-elected Greek Parlia- 
ment, said his country withdrew 
from Nato “because it tolerated 
the Turkish invasion of Cyprus. 
My Government is now entering 
into the technicalities of the with- 
drawal from the military alliance 
and is reviewing the status of 
American bases in Greece," the 
67-year-old Premier told Partia- 
ment. 

He warned Parliament though, 
that ‘this does not imply that 
Greece intends to disrupt its poli- 
tical, cultural or other relations 
with the Western world.” 

The U.S. maintains a number of 
bases in Greece including an air- 
base, home-porting facilities, com- 
Munications centres and access to 
a Nato missile range in the island 
of Crete. 

In Brussels, Nato officials were 
still hopeful that Greece would re- 
turn to the North Atlantic al- 
liance. 

Nato Secretary General Joseph 
‘Luns said on Tuesday that vegoti- 
ations wouki shortly open on the 
Greek. Government's future rela- 
tions with the alliance. He said he 
hoped Greece: would return to a 
pre-Cyprus situation. The secretary 
general sald he believed Greece had 
not yet “thought out its refation- 
ship with the alliance in detail.” 
He forecast a start on negotiations 
early in 1975. Greece currently

Meanwhile Nato defence minis- 
ters, holding their annual winter 
meeting here, turned thumbs down 
on a Dutch suggestion that their 
tactical nuclear weapons in Europe 
might be trimmed. 

Holland's Henk Vredeling pro- 
posed the West use some of its 7,000 
tactical nuclear weapons in Europe 
as bargaining chips at the talks on 
mutual and balanced force reduc- 
tions {MBFR), possibly in exchange 
for a reduction in Communist-bloc 
tank forces. Nato sources said Vre- 
Geling also suggested that the West. 
acting on its own, de-emphasize its 
reliance on such nuclear arms. 

In a morning of private talks, 
more than half the 12 ministers 
spoke on Vredeling’s ideas and ail of 
them were negative, the sources 
said. Most said Nato should con- 
tinue to be based on a balanced 
“triad" of conventional, tactical nuc- 
lear and strategic nuclear arms. 

Vredeliny put forward his ideas 
for discussicn only and there was no 
vote. The sources said that, although 
there was no chance for acceptance 
of the Dutch stand in the near fu- 
ture, it may “evolve” over the months 
and years and affect Nato long- 
range thinking.

Makarios visits his palace 


NICOSIA {AP).—Archbishop Maka- 
riog visited his battle-ruined presid- 
-ential palace here yesterday for the 
first time since he was nearly ktiled 
there in Jast July's coup. 


He strode the ruined rooms, the 
once ornate reception halls, and his 
own office, Io0king at the debris- 
covered floors and the blackened 
bullet-riddled walls, all that was left 
after the tanks heavily shelled the 
palace, setting it on fire. 


“It is sad, very sad, These ruing 
symbolize, what the junta did to 


Cyprus," said Makarios, who iast 
Saturday made ἃ triumphant return 
τὸ the island from his five-month 
exile. 

“When I first heard the shooting 
on that July morning, I did not re- 
alize it was a coup," Makaritos told 
newsmen. "I left my office 12 min- 
utes after the rebels began shelling 
the palace, as it had become too 
dangerous to remain inside. Fortun- 
ately, the rebels were late in sur- 
rounding the whole palace and so I 
managed to escape through the 
back." 


Reservists held war games, 
but sheriff wasn’t playing 


MIAMI (PII. — For 30 army 
Special Forces reservists on man- 
oeuvres near the Everglades, the 
shots fired in the dark through the 
thick underbrush were part of their 
war games. So they shat back. 

The exchange touched off a tense 
30-minute standoff between the re- 
servists, armed with blanks, and 23 
sheriff's deputles, armed with live 
ammunition, who were not aware 
that their “enemies” were playing 
games. 

“Potentially, it was a bad situa- 
tion," said Capt. Ron Mongole of 
the Third Special Forces battalion 
of Miami. 

“We were stil! playing the game 
when the police were on the scene 
and we-thought the police were part 
of the manoeuvres. It’s lucky no 
one was shot." 

The Saturday night incident came 
to light Tuesday. 

Mongole’s men, out on weekend 
manoeuvres near the Grossman 
Hanymock State Park, were sup- 
posed to guard a nearby radio tower 
from an “enemy” unit of fellow 


reservists. After sunset, the cap- 
tain and a four-man scouting patrol 
encountered a game warden who 
shot through the underbrush at the 
shadowy figures. 

“We fired back and I gave the 
order to pull back to the tower,” 
sald Mongole. “I guess the warden 
got mad when we fired back at him 
and he called the metro police for 
help.” 

Some 23 deputies and. the sheriff's 
helicopter were dispatched to the 


scene and for 30 minutes the two. 


groups stalked each other without 
firing. 


Finally, a police Weutenant iden- 
tified his men through a bullhorn 
and demanded the identity of those 
in the other group. The matter was 
cleared up when Mongole identifled 
his men and both units retreated. 

The captain called the incident a 
misunderstanding resulting from 
Jack of communications. Mongole 
said hig unit sent advance notice 
of the manoeuvre to local author- 
ities, but it must have been lost or 
overlooked. 


Priest teaching Jewish guilt 


was ‘sincere,’ 


TROYES, France (AP). — A dis- 
trict court here yesterday recognized 
the “sincerity” of a Catholic priest 
who preaches that the Jews must 
bear the guilt for the death of 
Jesus, but ordered him to pay one 
franc damages for Ubelling a legal 
historian who takes an opposing 
view. 

Jacques Isorni, the historian who 
brought the suit, had asked the 
court to fix blame for the death 
of Jesus on Pontius Pilate, the 
Roman governor of Judea, and there- 
by reject the Church's traditional 
stand of collective guilt for the 
Jewish people. 


The court avoided passing such 
judgment but convicted the Rev. 
Georges de Nantes, leader of an 
ultraconservative Catholic splinter 
group, of libeliing Isorni. It said the 
damage was “purely moral" and 
ordered de Nantes to pay Isorni 
one “symbolic franc." The coutr 
said it recognized de Nantes's 
“sincerity and good faith" in insist- 
ing on the strict literal interpreta- 
tion of the New Testament. 

The case arose from a book pub- 
Ushed by Isorni in 1967 entitled, 
“The True Trial of Jesus.” Isorni, a 
prominent lawyer and Roman Ca- 
tholic, claimed In the book that 
legal, biblical and historical research 


court says 


showed that Jesus was condemned 
for leading a rebellion against the 
Roman occupation of Judea. 

He said it was not because the 
local Jewish priesthood wanted him 
executed for claiming to be the son 
of God. Isorni asserted that the 
Jews never took Jesus' claim to 
divinity seriously and regarded him 
as an imposter. 


Tn an article published seven 
years later in his magazine, “The 
Counter-Reformation of the 20th 
Century.” de Nantes accused Isorni 
of “falsifying the New Testament" 
in an effort to clear the Jews of 
their “historic guilt in the death of 
Jesus. 


“In this great eternal trial οὗ 
the Jews against Jesus and the 
Church against the Jews," de Nan- 
tes wrote, Isornl, “opted for the 
Jews and against their victim.” 

During a public hearing in Oc- 
tober, Isorni told the court de Nan- 
tes's conviction was necessary be- 
cause “if you do not convict him, 


you will be justifying him for 
preaching the massacre of the 
Jews.” 


The court said it was not com- 
Fetent to rule on the theol 
aspects but only on the juridicial 
questions of libel.

Algerian ambassador Abdellatif 
Rahal argued that the unseating of 
South Africa's delegation to the cur- 
rent Assembly, which Scali by im- 
plication attacked last Friday, was 
not only legal but a reflection of the 
will of the vast majority of inter- 
national opinion.” He repeated the 
legalistic point that the limitation 
of Israel to one major speech in the 
Palestine debate, another move cen- 
sored by Scall, was permitted by the 
Assembly's rules of procedure. 

Rahal charged that the U.S. am- 
bassador, like “other members of 
the European minority," had “re- 
capitulated the false reports carried 
in a partisan and unscrupulous 
press, instead of providing his fel- 
low citizens" with objective infor- 
mation on the United Nations.

Uving as a businessman in Bolivia 
under the name Klaus Altmann for 
23 years, a local newspaper an- 
nounced vesterday. 

The Ambassador of France, Jean 
Mandereau, visibly upset. 
to make any statements on the 
court action. based on the absence 
of an extradition treaty hetween the 
two countries. ἡ 

Barbie was the Nazi secret police 
commander in occupied Lycns dur- 
ing World War HI, Twice he has 
been condemned to death in absentia 
in France. The tribunals found he 
arranged the death of thousands of 
résistance fighters and tortured to 
death French Resistance commander 
Jean Moulin and other officers of 
the Resistance, 

The Supreme Court issued its de- 
cision under bizarre circumstances 
as all its members had already re- 
Signed at the request of President 
Hugo Banzer whose military gov- 
ernment recently extended its man- 
date for five years. New members 
of the court had already been ap- 
pointed. 

A spokesman for the French Em- 
bassy said that its officers did not 
tealize that the members of the 
court, after resigning, had con- 
tinued to deliberate on the case. 
The spokesman said that no offtcial 
word of the decision had been re- 
ceived. It was made known here 
by means of a dispatch in the news- 
paper “Presencia.” 

Althcugh there is no extradition 
treaty between the two states, 
France had requested Barbie on the 
basis of United Nations treaties on 
the capture and extradition of World 
War If war criminals, and had cf- 
fered reciprocity in the future. 

Barbie escaped a war criminals 
camp in the late 1940s, meade his 
way to Italy and came to Botivis 
under the name Alimann in 1931. He

Giscard believes he can reach 
energy compromise with Ford 


PARIS. — President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing believes a compromise is 
possible between France and the 
US. on the energy problem, but 
has indicated most of the conces- 
sions will have to come from Wash- 
ington, 

Giscard d'Estaing said he is meet- 
ing President Gerald Ford next 
weekend “fully ready to discuss" 
preparations for a conference of oll 
producing and consuming nations — 
but only if the U.S. agrees to hold- 
ing such a meeting soon. - 
This is what France has. been de- 
manding since the French Prealdent 
announced the proposal in October. 
The U.S. has led the formation of 
® group of industrialized oll con- 
sumers and envisages a meeting 
with the oil producers only after 
oll-buying countries are in a much 
stronger position. 

“I detect in the U.S. position an 
opening toward the possibility of 
such a meeting,” Glscard d'Estaing 
told reporters after the closing ses- 
sion of the European summit con- 
ference on Tuesday. 

“But of course such a meeting 
must he carefully prepared," he 
added. “This is a question which I 
intend to discuss with the President 
of the United States in so far as the 
US. itself considers that such a 
meeting is desirable in the near 
future.” : 

Giscard d'Estaing said he obtained 
the support of the other eight mem- 
bers of the EEC on this issue in 
readiness for his talks with Ferd in 
Martinique on Saturday. But the 
communique issued at the end of the 
two-day summit made no mention 


of this. The joint communique said. 


only that the Common Market heads 
of government had discussed the 
pessibilities of cooperation between 
oi] exporting and ΟἿ] consuming 
countries and that EEC leaders at- 
tached very great Importance to the 
French President's meeting with 
Mr. Ford.

Jews for donating “millions of 
pounds of untaxed money” to Israel. 
Tt was placed by an organization 
calling itself the Committee for 
Justice in the Middle Hast. 

Referring to the recent visit to 
London of former Israeli Premier 
Golda Meir, it claimed: “Once again 
She was here demanding more sac- 
rifice from a country already drain- 
ed through world recession. More 
money from Britain to support the 
Israel war machine which is res- 
ponsible for policing actions into 
neighbouring Arab countries and the 
indiscrlminate bombing of Palestin- 
jan refugees... more money so that 
more Jews can immigrate to Israel 
while three. million Palestinians are 
refused entry into their homeland.” 


After continuing at some length’ 


on similar Lines, the advertisement 
concluded: “Donations to Israel can 
only perpetuate the deadlock. Isn't 
Britain more important? Shouldn't 
British money remain in Britain to 
build more homes, improve social 
services and help pensioners?”

RANGOON (AP). ~~ Troops and 
police hurling tear gas early yester- 
day morning recovered the body of 
U Thant, the former UN Secretary- 
General, from 3,000 students and 
Buddhist monks .guarding it on the 
campus of nm University.”

In Bangkok, travellers arriving 
from Burma reported that the stu- 
dents in Rangoon admitted they had 
seized U Thant's coffin as a protest 
against Ne Win’s dictatorship. 

‘The people are tired of this 
government. They want a change,” 
said one student at Rangoon Uni- 
versity, where the first protest 
against Ne Win occurred shortly 
after he took power in 1962. 

The reports in Bangkok said 
thousands of men, women and child- 
ren waited for hours outside the 
campus Monday afternoon to pay 
their respects to Thant, Students in 
handkerchief masks and ®uddhist 
monks in ochre robes flanked the 
gate, letting small pS pass. 
Each man admitted was frisked and 
women’s handbags were thoroughly 
searched, 


In contrast to the suspicion dis- 
Played toward their own couniry- 
men, the students cheered and 
opened a path for three western 
visitors. They pushed down a bar- 
ricade and waved the foreigners for- 
ward the gate flashing “V” 
signs with their fingers. 


Thant's tomb, its cement still 
wet, was on the site of the uni- 
versity student union, which was 
destroyed in 1962 riots. Hundreds of 
Students in serongs, shirts and hand- 
kerchief headbands milled about talk- 
ing to visitors or collecting money 
and food. A few squatted on brick 
pillars between sections of chicken 
wire fence and kept an eye on the 
crow@ outside. 

At the tomb were three flags at 
half mast: the red, yellow and 
orange banner of Buddhism, the blue 


and white UN flag that had draped Ρ' 


the casket, and the student union 
flag banned by the government. A 
portrait of Thant adorned the me- 
morial, 

“Thank you for coming,” said se- 
veral students, and others cheered 
and shook hands with the foreign 
visitors. 

Tuesday morning the crowd was 
much smaller and the demeanor of 
the students more vigilant. They 
seemed anxious for western visitors 
to leave. 


Sterilization rumour stops 
Mexico’s vaccination drive 


MEXICO CITY (AP). — Rumours 
that persons disguised as inoculation 
teams were giving schoolchildren 
shots that sterilized them forced 
health authorities to suspend all 
vaccination drives yesterday and to 
post police outside Mexico City 
schools. 

Thousands of parents stormed va- 
thous schools in the Mexico City area 
on Tuesday and took their children 
home. Thousands more kept their 
children home yesterday despite 
Health Ministry promises that police 


would guard each school against un- 
authorized medical teams and des- 
pite assurances from the Mexican 
Medical Association that there is no 
such thing as a sterilization vaccine. 
The Health Ministry broadcast an 
hourly builetin on radio and televi- 
sion branding the rumours “an at- 
tempt to cause social unrest in Me- 
xieo.” 
Callers told newspapers and tele- 
vision stations that the sterilization 
crews were protected by police es- 
corts. :

IRA chief threatens to 
hang British soldiers 


HAMBURG. — The Irish Republi- 
can Army will hang two British 
soldiers for any IRA member 
banged in Britain, Provisional IRA 
leader David O'Connell said In an 
interview published yesterday in 
“Stern” magezine, 

Referring to yesterday's debate 
in the British House of Commons 
on whether to restore capital pun- 
ishment fer acts of terrorism, 
O'Connell was quoted as saying: 
“For every IRA volunteer they 
hang, we wHl hang two British 
soldiers until the British give {n.” 

“Stern” said that it interviewed 
O'Connell, chief of staff of the 
Provisional TRA, at a secret ren- 
dezvous outside Dublin, 

He denied TRA involvement in 
recent fatal bomb blasts in Brit- 
ish cities, including those in Bir- 
mingham, which killed 21 people. 

“If TRA members had carried out 
such attacks, they would be court 
martialed and faced with the death 
penalty,” he sald. 

“The IRA hag clear guidelines 
for waging its war. Any attack on 
non-military installations must be 
preceded by a 30-minute warning 
so that no innocent civilians are 
endangered, Attacks Like those in 
Bi are murder." 

O'Connell, 36, said Britain's re- 
cently-anpounced anti-TRA mea- 
sures were signs of a defeated na- 
tion. “History shows that Britain 
always took such measures when 
a defeat was imminent. Take Pa- 
lestine, Kenya, Aden or Cyprus. The 
day is not far off when England 
will pull its troops out of Northern 
Ireland," he said, according to 
“Stern.” 

As for Parliament's emotion- 
charged debate on whether to bring 
back hanging to combat terrorism, 
informed sources within the House 
of Commons yesterday predicted a 
large majority vote against restor- 
ation of the death penalty. But 
some members of Parliament 
warned that angry citizens might 
take the Jaw into their own hands 
if Parliament didn’t heed the mood 
of an aroused public. 

Polls show that as much as 80 
per cent of the nation wants the 
return of the hangman’s noose. 

The opposition Conservative 

Party is pressing for the death 
penalty but Labour is largely abo- 
Utionist, umconvinced .that capital 
unishment is a deterrent. 
Jull Knight, Tory MP from Edg- 
baston, has led a concerted cam- 
paign for restoration of the death 
penalty.

Peres discounts

PARIS. — Israeli Defence Minister 
Shimon Peres said on Tuesday that 
Arab threats to use missiles against 
Israel] cities were probably mean- 
ingless because Israe} could retaliate 
in the same manner. 

The Minister told the newspaper 
“Le Monde" in an interview: “Some 
of the reasons for this are well 
known and others are not. But the 
reasons really exist.” 

Mr. Peres discounted Arab claims 
that Israel's milltary ‘atrength no 
longer presented a genuine deter- 
rent in the Middle East. “With the 
Arabs, one must differentlate be- 
tween what they say and what they 
think. If they really belleved we 
had lost our power of dissuasion 
they would have restarted the war,” 
he aaid. 

The Minister said Israel hoped to 
reach a settlement with Egypt 
based on Egyptian guarantees of 
freedom for Israeli shipping in the 
Tiran Stralts and an undertaking 
that Egyptian forces would not use 
the Sinai Desert as a base against 
Israel.

MANILA (UPI), — President Fer- 
dinand E. Marcos announced yes- 
terday the release of 622 prisoners 
held under martial law, but or- 
dered a former newspaper pub- 
Msher tried for attempted assassi- 
nation. 

Marcos said, however, there are 
still 5,234 prisoners held in Philip- 
pine jails’ under the terms of mar 
tial Jaw decreed two years ago. 

The President said 4,069 of the 
inmates are considered “common 
criminals" and the others are poli- 
tical prisoners accused of subver- 
slon and rebellion. 

In a nationwide television speech, 
Marcos said he approved the mass 
amnesty so the prisoners could 
contribute to his government's “new 
society" reform programme. He 
insisted “no one, but no one, is 
being tortured, in prison, 

Mareos said he denied amnesty 
to two men held on charges of 
trying to assassinate him — Euge- 
nio Lopez Jr.. 46, publisher of the 
defunct “Manila Chronicle," and 
Servio Osmena 3rd, 30, son of de~ 
feated presidential candidate Sergio 
Osmena ὅσ.

‘Violence breeds violence’

A FEW WEEKS AGO, London's 
“Sunday Times” published two lead- 
ing articles. In the first, the TRA 
was castigated for its terrorist acti- 
vities. In the second, Israel was urg- 
ed to be reasonable and to nego- 
tiate with the P.L.O. Somehow, the 
connection between the two seemed 
to evade the leader-writer with as 
much ease as the BBC. which

Today, though — with bombs burst 
ing in Birmingham and destroying 
people and pillar boxes even in the 
capital — Britons are having to re- 
think their views on terrorism, with 
far more depth than that shown by 
“The Sunday Times." They are not 
yet identifying themselves with the 
people of Ma’alot or Kiryat Shmo- 
na, but they are demanding “ac- 
tion” from ἘΜ.
